Facts f don H bear out irresponsible criticism of Drug Task Force 


. The EasterSunday edhoriol was. among 
other things, very critical of the Magic 
Valley Drug. Task. Force. It made some 
statenients . about, and implied 
responsibility for, some activities that on 
insp^tion of the facts ore incorrect. 

Of the 38 crimes charged by the Task 
Force officers, one crime took place in

It.is.a.faci.of life that drug dealers expose 
"their famines' and neighbors id the fallout 


from their crimes, and this domplicaies the 
efforts of the police in dealing with the 
defendants. We took this into account at the 
time these arrests were made^and had 
Health and Welfare workers on hand to 
assist with the children who were sadly 
caught up in their parents' criminal activity.'' 

I have looked. jnto'the actions of the 
officers whb'niade the" arrest rn'qucsiion' 
and, given the Information they hud at 
hand. I feel that they acted properly and 
with professional restraint.^ 

But what 1 feel or what the editor of The~ 
"timcs‘Ns,ws feels h.is no bearing on the 
matter, for like every other civil action, this 
claim will be presented to and decided by 
the courts. This has not happened yet. and 1 
believe there is good reason* to doubt that a 
suit \vill ever be filed. 

Furthermore. I have known Detective 
Don Walden for the last three years and 
have found him to be a dedicated, hard- 
working officer. He is not a racist. He may 
not have the elouuence of a courtroom 
attorney or the skill with words of an 
editorial writer, but I have never seen him 
allow any pcrsoniil bias to affect his work 
or judgment, with one exception. Don. like 


most other police officers und muny 
common citizens, has seen first hand the 
terrible effects that drugs have had on loo 
many people in pur community.' and he 
simply won’t tolerate the criminals who 
deal in them. 

In these limes when the national, state 
and evcn_ local news is'f ull of st ories about 
bfinai; crooked and incompcicni police 
officers, it is undersiaiidublc that our 
citizens have questions about the quality of 
their police service. And yes, wc should 
hold our othcials and public employees to a~ 
higher standard, und the taxpayers do have 
a right to expect professionalism and 
competence. 

But the facts do not support the claims 
made in your editorial about the Magic 
Valley Drug Task Force and its police 
officers. To mis-state or ignore the facts in 
this matter and further erode the public 
trust is an irresponsible act.
